A PORTLAND busi¬ 
ness has been named 
and shamed as the 
government has pub¬ 
lished its largest ever 
list of national mini¬ 
mum and living wage 
offenders. 

Pauline Daniels trad¬ 
ing as AAI Care is 
among more than 350 
employers named for 
underpaying 15,513 
workers a total of 
£994,685. 

It was reported on a 
list published by the 
Department for Busi¬ 
ness, Energy and In¬ 
dustrial Strategy that 
Pauline Daniels failed 
to pay one employee 
£622.37. 

More than 15,500 of 
the UK's lowest paid 
workers receive back 
pay, with employers in 
the hairdressing, hos¬ 
pitality and retail sec¬ 
tors the most prolific 
offenders. 

As well as recovering 
arrears for some of the 
UK's lowest paid work¬ 
ers, HMRC issued 
penalties worth 
around £800,000. 

For the first time, the 
naming list includes 
employers who failed 
to pay eligible workers 
at least the new Na¬ 
tional Living Wage 
rate, which is currently 
£7.20 for workers 
aged 25 and over. 

Business minister 
Margot James said: 
"Every worker in the 
UK is entitled to at 
least the national min¬ 
imum or living wage 
and the government 
will ensure they get it. 

"That is why we have 
named and shamed 
more than 350 em¬ 
ployers who failed to 
pay the legal mini¬ 
mum, sending the 
clear message to em¬ 
ployers that minimum 
wage abuses will not 
go unpunished."

Council agree to tax 
rise to bridge gap in 
social care funding 


Town Bridge 
to shine red for 
Encephalitis 

WEYMOUTH Town Bridge will 
turn red tonight (Wednesday, 
February 22nd) to'shine a light' 
on a devastating brain condi¬ 
tion. 

Both Dorset County Council - 
which owns the bridge - and 
Weymouth and Portland Bor¬ 
ough Council, are lending their 
support to World Encephalitis 
Day to raise awareness of the 
condition, an inflammation of 
the brain. 

The campaign, led by The En¬ 
cephalitis Society, will also see 
world-famous landmarks go 
red, including Niagara Falls; the 
fountains at Trafalgar Square, 
London; the Swan Bell Tower in 
Perth, Australia;The Millennium 
Bridge, Newcastle; Blackpool 
Tower; The Peace Bridge, which 
links the USA with Canada, 
among other iconic landmarks. 

Local support for the cam¬ 
paign follows an appeal by 
Weymouth residents Louise 
and Liam Briers who have 
warned about the dangers of 
encephalitis after their daugh¬ 
ter Olivia was struck down by 
the condition. 

Councillor Jeff Cant, Leader of 
Weymouth & Portland Borough 
Council, said: "We are pleased 
to support this important initia¬ 
tive. Weymouth Town Bridge is 
an important local landmark 
and will join with other monu¬ 
ments across the world to raise 
awareness about this devastat¬ 
ing condition." 

In the UK alone, encephalitis 
affects 6,000 people annually - 
more than certain types of 
meningitis and motor neurone 
disease and yet remains less 
well known. 


AN extra £3million is needed for 
Dorset County Council to pay for 
a rise in the number of children 
coming into care. 

The number being looked after 
by the council was just short of 
500 at the end of November - 
compared to 340 in 2013. 


DORSET County Council has 
agreed to increase council tax by 
4.99 per cent to help bridge the 
gap in funding for adult social 
care. 

At its full meeting last week, 
councillors agreed the county 
council’s budget and share of 
council tax for 2017/18. 

They agreed to raise council tax 
by 1.99 per cent - the maximum 
without triggering a local refer¬ 
endum - plus a further three per 
cent to be used to fund adult so¬ 
cial care. 

In December, the Government 
announced it was giving councils 
more flexibility with the adult so¬ 
cial care precept, allowing a three 
per cent rise this year as long as 
the overall increase remains no 
more than six per cent over three 
years. 

The three per cent social care 
precept will raise £6million this 
year for the council to invest in 
adult social care. 

The 4.99 per cent increase in 
the county council’s share of 
council tax means a Band D 
council taxpayer will pay £63 
more a year, or £1.21 a week. 
With the shares for Dorset’s dis¬ 
trict, borough, town and parish 
councils, fire and police services 
also included, the total increase is 
likely to be more. 

Councillor Robert Gould, 
Leader of Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil, said: “With continuing annual 
reductions in our Government

grant funding and increasing de¬ 
mand on our services, councillors 
reluctantly agreed it is necessary 
for us to increase council tax. 

“While the increased social 
care precept will help, it does not 
solve the problem of adult social 
care, the biggest area of our bud¬ 
get. We will continue to make 
savings by transforming the way 
we do things, including closer in¬ 
tegration of health and social 
care. This robust budget lays the 
foundations for our ambitious fu¬ 
ture plans. 

“Our focus remains on deliver¬ 
ing the savings we need over the 
coming year to be able to make 
sure people in Dorset are safe, 
healthy and independent and 
have a prosperous economy.” 

To be able to set a balanced 
budget in 2017/18, the council 
has set a target of saving 
£18.3million, to be achieved 
through its Forward Together 
transformation programme. This 
includes: 

• £7.1 million from Adult and 
Community Services - including 
the introduction of fairer care 
charges, review of care packages 
and integration with health 

• £4.5million from Environ¬ 
ment and Economy services - in¬ 
cluding a reduction in funding for 
subsidised transport and reduc¬ 
tion of the council’s property es¬ 
tate 

• £4.2million from Children’s 
services - including an in-depth 
review of all budgets, reduction 
in agency social work staff 

• £1.1 million from Chief Ex¬

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County hall refurbishment blasted by Lib Dems 


THE county council has denied 
Liberal Democrat claims that a 
roof garden is to be included in 
plans to refurbish County Hall in 
Dorchester. 

It has also refuted the party’s 


claim that £2million is being 
spent on the project. 

They say the figure is actually 
£1.5 million and that by releasing 
other buildings and working 
more efficiently the annual sav¬ 


ings will amount to half a million 
pounds a year. 

“While services are being cut, 
this is spitting in the face of coun¬ 
cil tax payers in Dorset,” said 
Bridport Councillor Ros Kayes. 


The Liberal Democrat group 
leader on the council Janet Dover 
accused the Conservative Cabi¬ 
net of being in “complete disar¬ 
ray”. 

She said: “Social worker num¬ 
bers have been slashed leading to 
delays in care for our most vul¬ 
nerable people; youth clubs and 
bus services have been slashed. 
How can they possibly justify 
slashing buses by a further 
£1 million and spending £2mil- 
lion on refurbishment of the of¬ 
fices? [a figure refuted by DCC] 

“Who is to blame for this situ¬ 
ation? Let’s look at the facts. We 
have a Tory government, a Tory 
county council and only Tory 
MPs in Dorset.” 

Councillor Dover also claims 
that when the Lib Dems ran 
Dorset County Council the au¬ 
thority was debt free - but it is 
now spending £17.2million each 
year servicing borrowing of 
£215.1 million. 

“We urge the Conservatives to 
tell their Government that 
enough is enough. We urge the 
voters of Dorset to give them the 
same message in May,” said 
Councillor Dover. 

A county council spokesperson 
admitted that a replacement roof 
garden for one originally in place 
was included in the original re¬ 
furbishment plans - but has since 
been dropped. 

The work currently underway

at County Hall is part of the au¬ 
thority’s “Way We Work” pro¬ 
gramme, which seeks to make 
savings by rationalising the num¬ 
ber of buildings the council owns 
and making better use of the 
space it has. 

Among the plans are to move 
out of Top o’ Town House in 
Dorchester, currently used 
mainly for training and meet¬ 
ings, and a move for social care, 
safeguarding and youth staff 
from Monkton Park, to the 
South of Dorchester, into County 
Hall. 

Overall the county council’s 
property estate should be re¬ 
duced from 26 buildings to eight 
- which it is estimated will save 
£1 million per year in running 
costs. 

A major part of the project is 
the redesign of workspaces 
within County Hall - creating 
enough room to accommodate at 
least 475 staff who will be 
brought into the building when 
their current bases are closed. 
Much of that work has been 
completed, or is already under¬ 
way, with around £500,000 to be 
spent in the coming financial 
year. 

Said Peter Scarlett, Dorset 


County Council’s estate and as¬ 
sets service manager: “In 2010 
Dorset County Council adopted 
a strategy to rationalise our prop¬ 
erty estate. At the time we owned 
more than 750 properties across 
the county and this decision was 
taken because there was insuffi¬ 
cient budget to maintain this size 
of estate. 

“We adopted a strategy to 
proactively dispose of surplus 
properties. More recently, we 
have set a target to reduce the 
running cost of our estate over 
the next five years by £3 ^mil¬ 
lion per annum. 

“We are occupying our accom¬ 
modation more efficiently and 
thereby reducing the property 
costs. This will safeguard front 
line services for the residents of 
Dorset. 

“A programme is underway to 
rationalise our property estate 
from 26 buildings down to eight, 
located in key towns across the 
county. This programme will 
save Dorset County Council ap¬ 
proximately £1 million per 
annum in running costs of its of¬ 
fice estate, while improving 
working conditions for staff in 
the retained buildings.” 

The county council say that 
while the refurbishment work is 
being carried out by external 
contractors it has saved costs by 
managing and designing the pro¬ 
ject using county council staff.

Borough councillor Kate Wheller became wor¬ 
ried at their plight and made some inquiries to see 
what could be done.

First buses stopped the No 6 bus that older or less 
able people from the Littlesea and Lanehouse 
areas would find it difficult to get into town unless 
they had access to lifts or could afford taxis. 

“I approached South West Coaches to see if 
there was any possibility of adding this route to 
the existing 206 from Wyke Regis to Weymouth. 


“SWC have been terrific and have devised a 
round route serving residents of Wyke Regis, 
Wyke Road, Littlesea and Lanehouse and the Pye 
Hill area. 

“This route is on trial and I must encourage peo¬ 
ple to use it or lose it. 

“Social isolation is a real worry these days and 
maintaining our bus routes is vital in combating 
this modern day dilemma. 

“Many people catch the bus just to get out of the 
house and chat to people and just sit on for a 
round trip. And why not. It's a cheap and effective 
way of getting out of the house and having a chat 
with new faces.”

ROGUE doorstep 
callers cost Dorset 
households more than 
£1 million in 2016. 

Now a series of hard¬ 
hitting roadshows are 
trying to alert residents 
and increase awareness 
of the problem. 

Nearly 30 have al¬ 
ready been held and the 
latest event took place 
at Barclays Bank in St 
Mary Street, Wey¬ 
mouth, where police 
and Trading Standards 
joined forces to get 
their message across to 
customers. 

Police Community Support Officer 
Clive Joyner said: “What we are look¬ 
ing to do is raise awareness of rogue 
traders and actual doorstep crime. 

“We are asking members of the pub¬ 
lic today that, if they are confident of 
handling themselves with doorstep 
callers, that they also consider their 
neighbours or relatives. 

“I have dealt with people who have 
lost up to £200,000 to a phone scam 
and the principle is the same with 
doorstep callers. 

“Don’t take up high value business or 
contracts on the doorstep. Do it through 
reputable proven companies. Rogue 
doorstep callers cost households in 
Dorset more than £1 million in 2016. 

“Our aim is to reduce this through 
working with Trading Standards to in¬ 
crease public awareness of the prob¬ 
lem. 

“I know of rogue doorstep callers 
who charged £1,200 to cut someone’s 


hedge, so these roadshows are a valued 
community engagement to deal with 
this sort of criminal activity which we 
want to stamp out.” 

His working partner at the roadshow 
was Dorset Trading Standards enforce¬ 
ment officer Neville Brown who said: 
“If someone knocks on your door and 
asks if you want any work done then 
our advice is to say no and get any 
work you do need done arranged 
through local recommendation or Trad¬ 
ing Standards’ Buy With Confidence 
scheme. 

“We also want people to think about 
neighbours and family members who 
might be vulnerable to such crime and 
get people to report it when it happens. 

“As a general rule, if it looks too 
good to be true then it probably is!”

Pensioner'conned out of £90,000' 


A PENSIONER who lived in Weymouth, 
was conned out of £94,000 by a gang pre¬ 
tending to be police officers and bank staff, 
a court has heard. 

Michael Garrett was swindled out of the 
cash in just one week by fraudsters in nu¬ 
merous telephone calls warning him his 
card had been cloned, it was said. 

The 70-year-old, who lived in Wey¬ 
mouth, transferred the money into several 
Barclays bank accounts between August 
2nd and August 8th in 2014, the court 
heard. 

The cash was then immediately with¬ 
drawn from branches across the country, 
jurors heard. 

Scam 

Louise Myers, 28, Loula Bavura, 22, 
Peter Morrison, 26, Mahad Esse, 32, all let 
their bank accounts be used in the scam to 
money launder a total of £40,000, the Old 
Bailey was told. 

A fifth suspect, Alamin Ahmed, 21, also 
allegedly received £9,000 into his account 
which he had specially set up for the scam 
but failed to withdraw it in cash. 

Kevin Dent, prosecuting, said: “Mr Gar¬ 
rett is 70-years-old, and so slightly more 
vulnerable, you might think, to this kind of 
pressure. This was a key part of how this 
fraud succeeded. 

“Michael Garrett was conned into de¬ 
parting with over £90,000 of his money. A 
considerable amount of that money went 
into the bank accounts of these defendants. 
Each defendant played his part in assisting 
what we say was a highly organised loot¬ 
ing of Mr Garrett’s bank account.” 

The five suspects all knew or suspected 
they were money laundering, he argued. 

The prosecutor continued: “The receiv¬ 
ing of the money in this case was part of a 
system that was highly organised. Each de¬ 


fendant received exactly £9,000 into their 
bank accounts, the exact same sum, al¬ 
though Morrison, in addition, received an 
extra £4,000.” 

Withdrawing it quickly in cash sums 
helped split it up as well as hide it, the 
court heard. 

"Clever and ruthless" 

Mr Dent said: “The fraudsters can get 
their cut, and so that people who received 
the money who allowed their bank ac¬ 
counts to be used can also get their cut. 

“There is another feature of this case that 
may be of some significance. In each case, 
the bank account of the defendants was a 
Barclays Bank account. And so for some 
reason, those arranging this had a particu¬ 
lar preference for Barclays Bank accounts. 

“Indeed, one of the defendants, Ahmed, 
actually had to open a Barclays Bank ac¬ 
count for the monies to be paid in. 

“When you look at the lengths that the 
fraudsters went to part Mr Garrett from his 
money, you can see how clever, how so¬ 
phisticated and well arranged the fraud 
was. 

“When you hear how clever and ruthless 
and determined the actual fraud was, you 
would expect that the arrangements for 
what then happened to the money and how 
the money was to get out of bank accounts 
to be equally clever and well thought out.” 

The scam started on August 2nd, when 
the victim received a phone call at home 
from a fraudster pretending to be a “DC 
Adams” from Hammersmith Police Sta¬ 
tion, jurors heard. 

Others also started to make calls, includ¬ 
ing a “Mr Carlisle” claiming to be from the 
fraud department at Santander Bank, along 
with a “DC Carl Jenkins”. 

Mr Dent said: “All cleverly done over a 
series of telephone calls to make Mr Gar¬ 


rett feel that he really was in contact with 
a team of police officers and others work¬ 
ing inside banks.” 

The victim was apparently told by “DC 
Adams” that a man called Peter Mitchell 
with a cloned credit card had been arrested 
in London, and that fraudulent transac¬ 
tions had been made in Mr Garrett's bank 
account, which had been frozen as a re¬ 
sult. 

He was also told there was someone suc¬ 
cessfully claiming to be him, the court 
heard. 

The fraudsters convinced Mr Garrett he 
needed to transfer money to other ac¬ 
counts to keep it safe and secure, the jury 
was told. 

Mr Dent said: “He was told that these 
were safe bank accounts under the care 
and control of police officers. This was all 
hush hush and undercover. In reality, these 
bank accounts were anything other than 
safe. These were the bank accounts of a 
number of people including the defen¬ 
dants in this case. And once money had 
gone into these accounts it came straight 
out. This was a very sophisticated, con¬ 
certed and determined fraud, to try and get 
as much as possible out of Mr Garrett.” 

He was called numerous times, with one 
call lasting nearly two hours, jurors heard. 

The victim was also persuaded to trans¬ 
fer money from his ISA accounts, the 
court heard. 

Myers, of Harlow, Essex, Bavura, of 
Holloway, north London, Morrison, of no 
fixed address, and Esse, of King's Cross, 
north London, all deny converting criminal 
property. 

Ahmed, of Whitechapel, east London, 
denies attempted conversion of criminal 
property. 

The trial continues.

Historic lighthouse restoration completed 


PORTLAND Port has completed the restoration 
of the historic lighthouse situated at the main en¬ 
trance to the harbour. 

The structure has been restored to maintain the 
historical integrity of the breakwater - although a 
cheaper option was available. 

The northern and north eastern breakwaters of 
Portland Harbour were constructed at the turn of 
the 20th century, at a time when hostilities with 
Germany were developing. 

The harbour at that time was home to the 
British fleet and the additional breakwaters gave 
extra protection. The ‘A’ Head lighthouse on the 
southern roundhead of the north-eastern break¬ 


water, would have been constructed around this 
time, believed to be approximately 1906, al¬ 
though little is known about its construction. It is 
one of the few remaining operating lighthouses 
of its kind in England. 

The manufacturer of the lighthouse is cast into 
the support legs; Chance Brothers of Birming¬ 
ham. The company was founded in 1824 as a 
leading glass manufacturer and a pioneer of 
British glassmaking technology, however, in 
1851 they became a major lighthouse engineer¬ 
ing company, producing optical components, ma¬ 
chinery, and other equipment for lighthouses 
around the world. 


The decision to restore the lighthouse was 
made after the last survey which found it to be in 
a heavily corroded state. Invitations to tender 
were sent out, with the restoration contact being 
awarded to Quest Marine Ltd. 

Said Ned Wiltshire from the company: “The 
project involved transporting a large amount of 
plant and equipment by barge to the breakwater. 

“More than 10 tons of scaffolding was erected 
to allow us access to all parts of the structure. 

“The work was carried out by Quest staff from 
the Weymouth and Portland area. We have very 
much enjoyed the challenge of giving this his¬ 
toric local landmark a new lease of life.”

In 2017 Somerset and Devon-based 
West Country Windows is celebrat¬ 
ing 40 years of being in business 
and as one of a handful of West 
Country manufacturers with a busi¬ 
ness that is still run by two of the 
same directors who set it up in 
1977; it holds a particularly unique 
position in the double glazing sec¬ 
tor. 

When the idea of West Country 
Windows was born in 1977, direc¬ 
tors Ken Ashplant and Tim Earle re¬ 
member the world as a very 
different place.

In the late seventies the firm was 
located in an old gloving factory, 
moving to its current HQ in Yeovil 
in 1980. The Barnstaple office in 
North Devon was opened in the 
early 1980s. In those days the mar¬ 
ket was all about aluminium win¬ 
dows, but that was soon to change 
with the arrival of UPVC. 

In a market that has traditionally 
been the province of big national 
companies at one end and small 
"one man" bands at the other. West 
Country Win¬ 
dows has stood 
out as a busi¬ 
ness that has 
grown organi¬ 
cally, taking time 
to see what is re¬

SWIMMING with sharks might not be everyone’s 
idea of weekend fun - but for Weldmar Hospice- 
care’s Fundraising Manager, Matt Smith, it’s the 
sort of challenge he relishes. 

Matt entered the shark tank at Weymouth Sealife 
Centre on Saturday with some trepidation but the 
reassuring presence of Sealife aquarist John Elliott 
settled his nerves. 

John frequently dives with the sharks, not only 
for routine maintenance and care of the creatures 
in the tank, but to also clean the observation win¬ 
dows and underwater tunnel walls - a task he per¬ 
suaded Matt to join in with. 

Matt is marking ten years of working for the 
charity by setting himself ten challenges during 
the year. 

His others include abseiling down the Spinnaker 
Tower at Portsmouth, the London Marathon, Sky¬ 
diving, competing in the Three Peaks Challenge, 
Wingwalking, the Borneo Jungle Trek, a one mile 
open water swim, cycling 175 miles between all 
the Weldmar charity shops and a 10 hour dance-a 
thon. 

Said Matt: “Like so many people, my family 
have benefited from Weldmar. My aunt was cared 
for by the amazing staff both at home and within 
the hospice 17-years-ago. Her illness impacted the 
whole family; Weldmar weren’t just there for her, 
but all of us too.

“After my safety briefing I got changed into my 
wetsuit and headed to the top of the tank. As I 
went underwater I realised just how many sharks, 
stingrays and tortoises there were and how close 
they came towards you looking you in the eye.” 

Matt joked that he still has all his fingers and 
toes intact however he did stress that there was a 
serious side to what he did. 

“It was a great experience and so pleased that I 
launched my 10 challenge with this one, however, 
I am taking on these challenges to try and make a 
difference here in Dorset. 

“It is so important that people continue to sup¬ 
port Weldmar and I hope people will be inspired 
by my challenges this year and make a donation, 
or even join me on one of the challenges.

■ DORCHESTER needs new 
councillors, who can think strategi¬ 
cally and creatively to save our 
wonderful town. 

I have spent two years trying to 
get Dorchester councillors to look 
up from the minutia of preserving 
Dorchester and to think strategi¬ 
cally about the future of the town. 

Sadly with the approval of the 
plans for the prison development 
without improved access, I have 
failed. 

I believe that our local councillors 
have been taken in by the profes¬ 
sional public relations of City and 
Country who, appear to listen and 
then, do whatever they want to en¬ 
sure their profits at the expense of 
the town. 

It is difficult for the County High¬ 
ways Department to be radical and 
creative when they know that our 
local Liberal councillors act as dead 
hand on innovation. The officers 
are attempting to make the best of 


an impossible situation by widening 
the access via the Bow, between St 
Peter’s and the Com Exchange and 
requiring the developers to produce 
traffic and parking plans for the 
construction phase. We can only 
hope that these plans will go some 
way to reduce the impact on the res¬ 
idents of the area and traffic con¬ 
gestion in High West and High East 
Street. 

If our councillors had lifted their 
heads above the minutia of Victo¬ 
rian chimney pots, the view of the 
prison wall, etc. they may have no¬ 
ticed that there are major plans to 
extend Dorset museum which will 
also impact on Colliton Street, 
which is again accessed via the 
Bow. Whilst the prison site offered 
a unique opportunity to improve ac¬ 
cess to this area of the town, this has 
not been pursued by our Dorchester 
councillors so the future for traffic 
in this part of the town is grim in¬ 
deed. 


I already find that I cannot sit in 
either a church or a cafe on High 
West Street without being disturbed 
by the sirens of emergency vehi¬ 
cles. Increased congestion results in 
more sirens. We are now faced with 
not only congestion and air pollu¬ 
tion, but also noise pollution. 
Meanwhile our councillors have 
ensured the retention of Victorian 
chimney pots and a view of the 
prison wall and put at risk our two 
great iconic historic buildings, St 
Peter’s Church and the Corn Ex¬ 
change. 

I call on the residents of Dorch¬ 
ester to demand better, and with the 
forthcoming elections in May, we 
need change. We need Councillors 
who are able to raise their heads 
above the minutia of conservation 
and look to strategic conservation 
and economic development for the 
benefit of all Dorchester residents.

■ AS Chair of Bridport and District Labour Party I am 
writing concerning the news that the Weymouth 
Labour Party Councillor, Mike Byatt, has changed his 
allegiance and has joined the Tories. 

Of course, as with any political party, there are al¬ 
ways divisions and internal struggles, but we struggle 
to understand Councillor Byatt’s reasoning. 

In the press releases following his resignation, he 
claims that he has not only lost faith in “the direction” 
of the Labour Party, but that the Conservatives have 
“ambition and vision” for the future. 

Firstly, in terms of “vision”, we question Councillor 
Byatt’s reasoning when three wards in Weymouth are 
in the top ten for child poverty in the West. Local res¬ 
idents’ children are finding it impossible to find afford¬ 
able accommodation; and due to the increasing use of 
zero-hour contracts, difficult to get well-paid jobs. 

Further, given the Tory “vision” for the future, we 
assume that he supports the privatisation of the NHS. 
As reported in the Bournemouth local press, a NHS 
provider, given the shortage of funding, has formed a 
private medical section to run alongside the NHS. The 
charges made are £40 for a ten-minute telephone con¬ 
sultation, £80 for 20 minutes and £145 for a 45-minute 
face to face consultation. 

Given his newly found “vision” we presume Coun¬ 
cillor Byatt will support the amount of public finance 
being ploughed into private health companies such as 
Virgin Health, while the NHS is starved of desperately 
needed funding. 

In view of the above, we can only assume that Coun¬ 
cillor Byatt has always been a Tory, and that his “vi¬ 
sion” and “ambition” for the future is that children in 
Dorset will continue to be subjected to poverty, young 
people will still be unable to find affordable accom¬ 
modation, and that we face the demise and destruction 
of the NHS.

Weymouth Matters

Council needs to retain some control 


WELL, there you have it. We 
are all in it together and Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland is heading 
towards being part of a new uni¬ 
tary authority, one of two cover¬ 
ing the whole of Dorset. 

It will see nine councils 
scrapped including Weymouth 
and Portland Borough Council 
and local councillors are now 
turning their efforts towards cre¬ 
ating a town council for Wey¬ 
mouth so it can attempt to retain 
some control over key elements 
such as the beach and car park¬ 
ing. 

It is clearly too early to pass 
comment on what the unitary 
authority might achieve for 
Weymouth, how it will listen to 
Weymouth and Portland and 
what - if any - power will be re¬ 
tained locally. 

What is clear is that Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland had better 
set its stall out quickly or risk 
being gobbled up in the rush to 
create the new giant and get it 


working for the area. Every¬ 
thing appears to be telescoping 
towards a start in April. 

So if councillors do strike out 
and create a town council for 
Weymouth, what can we ex¬ 
pect? 

Key to this has to be finance. 
All the claims have been that 
setting up two unitary authori¬ 
ties is absolutely vital if Dorset 
is to punch its weight and attract 


much needed grant money, but 
that still leaves Weymouth. 

The town cannot afford to just 
sit back and wait for its “share” 
of any grants won by the unitary 
authority. 

Instead it must act decisively 
and not just set up a town coun¬ 
cil but fight for the right to re¬ 
tain key decision making areas 
involving revenue such as car 
parking. 


Making money from motorists 
may not be popular but, if it has 
to be done, then the cash should 
be flowing into Weymouth’s 
coffers not that of the unitary 
authority. 

And I feel that the town coun¬ 
cil also has to not just consider 
but forge ahead with other rev¬ 
enue projects such as the devel¬ 
opment of the harbourside to 
both help create new homes and 


businesses and retain car park¬ 
ing. 

It is no longer good enough to 
cry penury and reach for a box 
of tissues. I wouldn’t trust the 
Government as far as I could 
throw it and the likelihood is 
that the future will see even less 
not more support for Wey¬ 
mouth. 

We have to help ourselves be¬ 
cause no-one else will.

Jeff Cant, Leader of Weymouth & Port¬ 
land Borough Council and Briefholder 
for Finance and Assets, said: "We are 
committed to restoring the site and de¬ 
lighted to be able to make a major con¬ 
tribution of £100,000 to this work on 
behalf of the community and take 
works forward with Dorset Wild life Trust, 
who have demonstrated strong interest 
in seeing the best for this site. 

"Restoring the nature reserve will 
make best use of the area and enable 
residents and visitors to further enjoy a 
beautiful part of Portland." 

Planned scrub reduction will be car¬ 
ried out through goat, pony and sheep 
grazing which will allow the habitat to 



flourish.The borough council is seeking 
to involve the public in the ongoing 
management of the reserve and is look¬ 
ing for public participation through a 
volunteer common shepherding 
scheme. Training in shepherding and 
stock health will be provided to volun¬ 
teers who are interested in getting in¬ 
volved in the project.

LIGHT isn't just to see where you're 
going. You can use light and shadows to 
make your house look stylish, modern, 
trendy and fun. 

In this post i'll point to you some tricks 
revealed by A-list designers. You should 
keep them in mind when you decide to 
turn you entire house into a more bighter 
place. 

1. "I use flowers and plants a lot be¬ 
cause they really wake up a living room 

— and then I light them theatrically. I'll 
wash a flower arrangement in light, or 
aim one under a big leaf so that it just 
glows, as if in sunlight, even if it's mid¬ 
night." — Larry Laslo. 

2. "A room should have multiple 
kinds of light to balance it and give 
it interest: hanging fixtures with up- 
lights and downlights in them to add 
perspective, table lamps for tasks, 
and candlelight for coziness.

4. "I love to put a lamp on a long dining 
table. Clear one end, and put the light 
and all the food and flowers there. It 
makes a lovely still life and floods the 
scene with warmth." — Barbara Barry. 

5. "If you really want to go the distance, 
have diffusers made for the tops of all 
your lampshades. A diffuser is a plate 
that you attach to the lamp itself — we 
make ours out of sandblasted glass — 
and it prevents the light from casting a 
big shadow on the ceiling." — J. Randall 
Powers.

MOST PEOPLE wouldn't normally associate 
"Nordic"with "latin" but that's all about to change 
when Annika Skoogh's Latin Quartet bring their 
Copacabana sounds to Jazz Jurassica in Lyme 
Regis in March. 

Swedish bandleader and singer, Annika, is 
Swedish but born in Ecuador and reckons those 
bossa beats are wired into her musical DNA. 
"I was a bit more passionate, more feisty than 
others growing up around me in Sweden - 
maybe that was my inner latin beginning to 
assert itself?" 

Her singing career started, like many others, in 
her bedroom, singing along to Michael Jackson, 
Whitney Houston and latterly Stevie Wonder. It 
wasn't until she sang in a school choir and 
thought "hmm, perhaps I can do this" that she 
developed confidence to perform in public with 
her guitarist boyfriend doing covers of Bon Jovi 
and Randy Crawford in Switzerland of all places. 

She arrived in Exeter in 2000, after living in 
Switzerland, Norway and Spain, but now regards 
the UK as home. Here she joined a gospel choir, 
then sang backing vocals for a local soul band. 
Jazz still wasn't on the horizon. "I didn't get into 
jazz until late in my singing career. My first love

was Brazilian jazz inspired by Joyce Moreno, then 
the acid jazz of groups like Jamiroquai. Only af¬ 
terwards did I start to listen to people like Ella 
Fitzgerald, Sinatra and Miles Davis". 

She's one of the few female bandleaders 
around, writing and arranging her own material 
but usually with male musicians - both reward¬ 
ing and challenging, she says. "You have to be a 
certain sort of woman - strong, confident and 
secure in your own judgment. But the main 
thing is working as a team. My voice is my instru¬ 
ment and when I sing with other musicians I'm 
not a separate artist, I'm one of them". 

Her infatuation with latin runs deep."l just love 
those rhythms and beats. I don't speak Por¬ 
tuguese but I've learnt to sing in it as those 
Brazilian sambas and bossas just don't sound 


right in any other language". Capturing the right 
"feel"is crucial for Annika,"You can be taught the 
technical side of musicianship but having a good 
ear and "feel", you either have it or you don't". 

In March at Jazz Jurassica, she says, you can ex¬ 
pect'^ variety of tempo and styles from intimate 
bossas to uptempo sambas, some in English, but 
mostly in Portuguese.There'll be shimmying and 
hip-swaying and even an audience sing-along".

Master of the blues harmonica 
returns to the Electric Palace 


PAUL LAMB, undisputed mas¬ 
ter of the blues harmonica, is 
back with is band The King 
Snakes at Bridport Electric 
Palace on Friday, March 10th 
after a memorable Blues night 
in 2015. 

Lamb started playing the 
harmonica during his child¬ 
hood, inspired by Sonny Terry, 
and he was fortunate to meet 
and collaborate with him after 
beginning to perform in clubs 
by the age of fifteen. 

He also played alongside his 
heroes such as Buddy Guy, Ju¬ 
nior Wells and Brownie 
McGhee. 

He formed the Blues Burglars 
with guitarist Johnny Whitehill 
in the early 1980s, a formation 
that eventually became Paul 
Lamb & the King Snakes. They 
released an eponymous album 
with Ace Records in 1990, fol¬ 
lowed by several others, each 
building both Lamb's 
personal reputation 
as a harmonica 
player and the band's 
prestige. 

He was awarded 
with the British Blues 
Connection's annual 
award for the best 
local harmonica 
player several years 
in a row whilst the 
King Snakes fre¬ 
quently tookthe title 
as best band. 

As a consequence, 


his own harmonica skills have 
been in demand, and he had a 
hit in 1994 in the UK Singles 
Chart with the track, Harmon¬ 
ica Man (under the pseudonym 
of Bravado) with Pete Water¬ 
man. Lamb has also worked 
with Mark Knopfler, The Who, 
Rod Stewart and Jimmy Nail 
and played on television and 
film soundtracks and various 
UK television commercials. 

He was more recently in¬ 
ducted into the British Blues 
Awards Hall of Fame. Blues & 
Rhythm magazine described 
his band as'lazily cocksure and 
coolly aggressive'. 

Paul has represented Britain 
in the World Harmonica 
Championships, working with 
his mentor, Sonny Terry.

When The Eye Has Gone tells the all too brief life 
of Colin "Ollie" Milburn - the cricketing legend 
who was one of England's most unlikely sporting 
heroes. Full of anecdotes, a thumping soundtrack 
and a large gin and coke, the story swings back¬ 
wards and forwards through Milburn's life as he 
raises a glass to the triumphs, including his first 
Test Century against the West Indies at Lords in 
1966 and the disasters, like losing his left eye in a 
car accident in 1969. 



The extraordinary story of Colin Milburn has all 
the hallmarks of a Greek tragedy. In 1966 he be¬ 
came a household name, scoring a blistering 
century against the mighty West Indies in only 
his second test. He then caused a major sensa¬ 
tion playing for Western Australia in the Sheffield 
Shield smashing 243 against Queensland at Bris¬ 
bane in an innings described by Don Bradman as 
"the greatest innings played by an Englishman 
on Australian soil". This was quickly followed by 
another glorious century for England against 
Pakistan in Lahore. 

Just a few weeks later, on his triumphant return 
to England, he lost his left eye in a car crash in 
Northampton, an injury that effectively ended his 
career and life prospects. His subsequent decline 
into alcoholism ended with his death from a 
heart attack at the age of 48. Ian Botham was one 
of the pall bearers. 

Originally commissioned by The Professional 
Cricketers' Association for Mind Matters, their 
mental health awareness programme, When The 
Eye Has Gone was written by the award-winning 
playwright Dougie Blaxland, nom de plume of 
James Graham-Brown, a former Derbyshire and 
Kent all-rounder and directed by Roughhouse 
Theatre.

I’VE HAD a marvelous few 
days in Sydney. I was there 
to visit my sister and get a 
bit of sunshine, but I was 
also able to sneak into a 
couple of shows, during 
my visit. 

The weather was glorious 
for the majority of my trip 
with the temperature top¬ 
ping 40°on a couple of occa¬ 
sions, which was a bit too 
warm for my wintered 
pasty flesh. 

The venues in Sydney are 
geared up for hot summers 
however, with air condi¬ 
tioning pumping cool air 
throughout the auditori¬ 
ums, which at times makes 
it a bit chilly if anything 
(there’s just no pleasing 
me!). 

I found the same thing 
when I visited New York a 
few summers ago. It was 
nice to get a break from the 


searing heat but after half 
an hour or so, the auditori¬ 
ums felt more like an arc¬ 
tic wasteland. 

Unfortunately many of 
the venues in this country, 
due to their age don’t fare 
well in extremes of temper¬ 
ature. On a few occasions 
last summer the heat in 
some of the London the¬ 
atres was stifling and in¬ 
duced sleep (or maybe that 
was just the shows I was 
watching). 

Sadly at this time of year 
you are never sure what 
you are going to get, with 
antiquated heating sys¬ 
tems offering either fully 
on or off and not much in 
between. 

Anyway, I enjoyed the 
sunshine while I could and 
between beach visits, I em¬ 
barked upon the Sydney 
Opera House tour (a bit 


chilly), which was quite in¬ 
teresting, although with 
my short attention span, 
I’d had enough after about 
20 minutes. 

The interior of the build¬ 
ing reminded me of the 
Royal Festival Hall, with 
polished concrete and 
wood paneling. Ed 
Sheeran had been there 
the day before and al¬ 
though I’m not a big fan, I 
would have relished the 
opportunity to see him. 

I also found the time to 
pop along to see Disney’s 
Aladdin (absolutely freez¬ 
ing!), which lacked the 
sparkle of the West End 
production, but was 
nonetheless, still hugely 
entertaining. 

I watched an amazing per¬ 
formance by the acclaimed 
Australian actress Alison 
Whyte in the Sydney The¬

I was also invited to the 
premiere of a new televi¬ 
sion show called ‘Australia 
Eats’ and enjoyed a 
swanky party with a 
bunch of Australian celebs 
whom I didn’t know. The 
show looks like it’s good 
fun and the company are 
hoping it will get a transfer 
onto British TV in the near 
future. 

It was fantastic to see a 
bit of theatre away from 
the UK and get an insight 
into the entertainment 


scene on the other side of 
the planet. 

Next week I’m back to the 
drizzle of London and I’m 
hoping my jet lag won’t in¬ 
duce any impromptu nap¬ 
ping, as I’ve got a lot to see. 

Firstly, I’m hoping to 
bump into Gary Barlow 
again at the gala press 
night of The Girls. I’ll try 
to play it cool and when he 
decides to come over and 
chat, I might pretend I’m 
not sure who he is. Who 
am I kidding? I’ll go gaga 
and act like an excited 
teenager again I expect! 

I’m also off to see The 
Wild Party at the newly 
opened The Other Palace, 
which promises to be a 
real treat. It stars some 
real West End favourites 


including John Owen- 
Jones, Tiffany Graves and 
Frances Ruffelle, who has 
become a friend, so I’m re¬ 
ally looking forward to see¬ 
ing her in action again.

concentrated dose of that suc¬ 
cessful formula. Based around a 
new and highly sophisticated 
powertrain incorporating TFSI 
petrol power for the first time, 
and enhanced by the many de¬ 
sign and technology advances 
from which the entire Q5 range 
has benefited, the SQ5 returns 
with an OTR price of £51,200, 
and is expected with its first UK 
customers in June. 

Charged with propelling 35kg 
less weight thanks in part to 
sophisticated new body 
architecture, the more powerful 
354PSTFSI promises 5.4-second 
0-62mph pace in the quattro 
all-wheel-driven figurehead 
without ruling out real world 
fuel efficiency. 


The new 3.0-litre TFSI is the 
successor to the unit first used 
by the S4 and S5 performance 
flagships, and replaces its super¬ 
charger with a new twin-scroll 
turbocharger located within the 
90-degree V of the cylinder 
banks that delivers even keener 
and stronger response. This is 
evident not only in the healthy 
354PS power peak but also in 
the 500Nm of torque which re¬ 
mains available from 1,370rpm 
right through to 4,500rpm. 

Thanks to super-efficient new 
Audi-developed combustion 
technology based on the so- 
called 'B cycle' process the ad¬ 
vanced new six-cylinder is also 
able to deliver up to 34mpg ac¬ 
cording to the NEDC test, 
equating to C02 output of 189 
grams per km with the standard 
20-inch'5 twin-spoke star'alloy 
wheels on board. The engine's 
14kg weight advantage over its 
predecessor also works in 
favour of overall efficiency. 

An eight-speed tiptronic trans¬ 
mission complements the pow¬ 
erful yet impressively linear 


delivery of the V6 with inher¬ 
ently smooth yet fittingly sport¬ 
ing shifts. The lower gears 
feature short ratios, while the 
upper gears are long in the in¬ 
terest of fuel conservation. If re¬ 
quired the transmission can 
freewheel as soon as the driver 
lifts off the accelerator at speeds 
of between 34mph and 99mph 
for even greater fuel efficiency. 

Being both a Q5 and a mem¬ 
ber of the Audi'S'series, the SQ5 
is naturally quattro all-wheel- 
drive-equipped. During normal 
driving, the system distributes 
power with a slight rear-axle 
bias, but when necessary it can 
divert the majority to 
whichever axle has better trac¬ 
tion. It is backed up by wheel- 
selective torque control, which 
slightly brakes the inside 
wheels during faster cornering 
to tuck the SQ5 into the bend, 
and then helps to prolong han¬ 
dling neutrality and precision 
once the car is committed. 

For even greater adjustability 
and agility a sport differential is 
also available on the options 


list. It actively distributes torque 
between the rear wheels via 
two superposition stages, help¬ 
ing to literally push the car into 
bends and to contain under¬ 
steer. Its management is inte¬ 
grated into the Audi drive select 


control system. 

Also controllable via Audi 
drive select is the electronically 
regulated 'S'suspension, using 
an adaptive CDC damping 
(continuous damping control) 
setup. This system allows the 


driver to adapt damper 
response to suit the driving sit¬ 
uation, offering a more compli¬ 
ant setting for everyday 
cruising and a tauter and more 
dynamic mode for faster, more 
challenging driving.

HAVING been relegated to the 
substitute's bench following last 
week's drubbing at Leamington, 
Yeovil Town loanee Ollie Bassett 
was the catalyst for manager 
Craig Laird's first victory since tak¬ 
ing over on New Year's Day. 

He replaced Gary Bowles, who 
returned for his fourth spell at the 
club last Monday to bolster a de¬ 
fence recovering from the loss of 
the experienced Mark Jermyn, 
Jake Smeeton and Chris Dillon. 
But Bowles was stretchered off 
with a suspected broken ankle 
following a collision with Blues' 
striker Vences Bola after 36 min¬ 
utes. 

Up until that point it had been 
a scrappy, tetchy encounter, not 
improved by the constant whistle 
of referee lain Parsons who blew 
for every minor foul imaginable. 

Laird took his place in the stand 
for a different view of his charges 
after losing the last six of the 
seven he has been in charge 
since arriving at The Avenue, but 
there wasn't a lot to see from ei¬ 
ther team. 

The only point of real goal¬ 
mouth excitement came in the 
16th minute when a visiting de¬ 
fender got to a Jason Brookes 
cross a fraction before keeper 
Jack Smith, deflecting the ball 
over his head, but fortunately it 
fell free and was hacked away. 

Laird returned to the touchline 
following Bowles' injury, and in 
the first minute of added time, 
Lewis Powell fed Frankie Clarke, 
but his shot from the edge of the 
penalty area went straight at 
Smith. 

However, the home crowd were 
lifted just seconds later when 
Bassett dispossessed Adam Pepra 
before moving forward and un¬ 
leashing a swerving 25-yard shot 
that curled inside the post. 

Dunstable, who had let a three 
goal lead slip at Weymouth on 


Tuesday, came out with more 
purpose at the start of the second 
half and soon threatened. 

Kelvin Bossman looked certain 
to have equalised after just three 
minutes of the restart but Matt 
Oldring blocked his six-yard shot, 
before keeper Shane Murphy al¬ 
most gifted the Blues a goal 
when he missed his punch from 
a free kick. 

Nathan Walker managed to 
head Bossman's goalbound 
header up in the air before Mur¬ 
phy recovered to grab the ball. 

Bossman then fired his third ef¬ 
fort beyond the far post after the 
impressive Danny Talbot had 
pulled the ball back. 

Just after the hour they went 
closest to equalising when Bola 
almost broke the crossbar with a 
thunderous shot that hit the un¬ 
derside of the frame and 
bounced down and out. When 
the ball was recycled Talbot's vol¬ 
ley saw Murphy redeem himself 
with a brilliant reflex save. 

Shaken but now stirred, the 
Magpies began to pick up their 
game from this point. 

Laird brought on fresh legs, re¬ 
placing Powell with Ben Wood 
and soon after giving Ollie 
Mehew his home debut in place 
ofTom Blair. 

Jordan Williams had a great 
chance to double the advantage 
when Bassett and Clarke com¬ 
bined resulting in a great ball in¬ 
side the full back. However the 
youngster hesitated too long and 
Smith closed him down. 

A similar situation almost im¬ 
mediately at the other end with 
the same result; Talbot put Bola 
through but Murphy rushed off 
his line to snuff out the danger. 

Dunstable pushed men for¬ 
ward to try and save the game, 
but the Magpies defence held 
firm and used the counter attack 
to exploit the spaces left behind. 

Bassett was in his element now 
and after firing in another 30- 
yard effort straight at Smith he 


teased the Blues defence. Al¬ 
though his first ball to prise open 
the overworked visiting defence 
was just too long for Williams to 
catch, his next four minutes into 
the seven added, sealed victory. 

Jon Vance fed Clarke wide on 
the halfway line who turned it in¬ 
side to the unmarked Bassett. 

He picked out the run of 
Mehew and the debutant loanee 
neatly flicked the ball over the 
foot of the covering Gedeon Oki- 
tato before slipping it past the 
onrushing Smith. 

The relief from players, man¬ 
agement and supporters at the 
final whistle was plain to see, and 
will hopefully give the club the 
lift they need to move away from 
the relegation area. 

Frustration 
for Blues 

PORTLAND United were left frus¬ 
trated after they were left kicking 
their heels following the post¬ 
ponement of two games last 
week. 

Although the fog rolled in 
along Lyme Bay last Wednesday 
evening making it difficult to see, 
it was the heavy rain earlier in the 
day that caused the home match 
against Team Solent to be called 
off mid-afternoon following a 
pitch inspection at The Grove. 

There was further frustration on 
Saturday morning when Ames- 
bury United were unable to raise 
a team. 

As a result, the Blues slip to 
fourth in the Sydenham Wessex 
Premier League following Shol- 
ing's 3-0 victory over Horndeam 
saw them move a point ahead, al¬ 
though having played two 
games more.

Portland manager Gary Bailey 
has confirmed that he has been 
transferred to the Division One 
side until the transfer deadline at 
the end of March when a decision 
will be made whether he stays 
until the end of the season or is 
required for the final push at The 
Grove. 

Buckler did make his first com¬ 
petitive appearance for the Blues 
just before Christmas, but needs 
higher level football than the 
Dorset Senior League to return to 
full fitness.

Searle added another class 
win to his success in De¬ 
cember's AutotechnicsTrial 
in his 1124cc machine with 
a comfortable win over the 
Citroen Saxo driven by Bob 
North. 

The Peugeot man was 
quick out of the blocks and 
had amassed a 14-point 
lead over Dave Atkins (Cit¬ 
roen Saxo) after the first 
round of six tests. 

Atkins was under pres¬ 
sure from both Gary Morris 
(Vauxhall Corsa) and North 
who were respectively just 
one and two points in ar¬ 
rears. 

The odd point dropped 
by Morris and Atkins en¬ 
abled North to move clear 
of the former by five points 
at the conclusion of the 
event, although he trailed 
Searle by 21 points.
